tev. anp Dear Sir,—l am now unex- 
/pectedly and reluctantly, and, possibly, 
| ‘or the last time, to address you on the 
| subject of my two former letters. A sense 
|of duty calls me to this last resort. I 
| have anxiously waited a reasonable length 
\of time to receive some kind of a return 
irom you; but, being informed that you 
have come to a determination not to make 
any reply, Iam now at liberty to adopt 
what proceedure my judgement shall dic- 
tate. I had promised myself, from my 
own limited information and repert of you, 
)much satisfaction and edification in your 
| private and friendly correspondence. But 
for reasons, doubtless best known to your-

‘| self, it seems Lam not to be gratitied. I 


sincerely regret your resolution, as I con- 
fidently believe, that the proposed corres- 
pendence might have been of mutual util- 
ity, and possibly to others. 

| But how am [ to account for such a to- 
_tal neglect (if not contempt) from a neigh- 
| bor, a gentleman, and, above all, a chris- 
ifian minister? Certain I am, if any decent 
neighbor were to write me a letter with 
/common politeness, I should have the ci- 
_vility to return an answer; and, if I did 
not wish to continue a correspondence, I 
would assign him my reasons candidly. 
But you are not graciously pleased to be- 
stow this slight notice upon me! You 
‘may have had your advisers, sir; but 
whether they are wise men or gentlemen, 
the public will judge. 

But, how will you reconcile your con- 
duct with the duty of a faithful servant of 
Christ, one who professes to be a “ shep- 
herd of souls,” and who is “ set for the 
defence of the gospel?” Do you go for- 
ward, from Sabbath to Sabbath, and fer- 
vently tell yout congregation, that it is 
your whole aim to “ reclaim the wicked 
from the error of his way,” to lead the 
wandering to the fold of Christ?) Do you 
pray to God to enlighten and convert un- 
believers, and exhort your brethren to co- 
operate in the benevolent work of bringing 
men to the knowledge of the truth; and 
can you fold your arms in quiet, and still 
your conscience, while the knowledge of 
life is begged at your hand, and you turn 
a deaf ear? May God be merciful, if this 
is the way in which you discharge your 
duty! Had I tauntingly challenged you 
to a theological combat, your silence would 
have been excusable. But I appeal to 
you and your friends, as well as to the 
public, whether my letters wear this as- 
pect. Ihave addressed you in the lan- 
guage of respect and candor, and with a 
heart (God knows) wishing to know the 
truth. And yet, after all my importunity, 
and your professions of loving and seek- 
ing the salvation of souls, what has been 
vour treatment towards me? 

" And now, sir, whatever may be the ex- 
cuses by which you may attempt io justify 
your condwet to your friends, blame me 
not for imputing it to one or beth of the

1, An affected consciousness of superiority 
in your projession, At may be that you cau 
satisfy some of your less wiormed triends, 
that my professionai standing is of a grade 


too dow tor your dignified consideration, | 


and therefore it would demean yuur stand- 
ing to hold a correspondence with me. tn 
the first place, sir, without meaning to 
boast, it might do you and your inends no 
harm, were you better acquainted with the 
professional standing of your correspond- 
ent, before you assign him this iierior 
rank. If you will be at the pains to trace 
his history, you may find that he has had 
the honor of sustaimimg Covtroversies with 
clerical gentlemen whem you would not 
think it aishonorable to acknowledge your 
superiors But, be it, a8 you may think 
it prudent to pretend, that Lam veneath 
your proiessivnal notice, how will this jus- 
tily your neglect to stop the growth oi er- 
ror, even in your own neighvorhood and 
town? Willi tiis vam excuse avail you at 
the day of your ministerial account: But, 
to be serious, my dear sir, du you reaily 
think that such a pretence as this will be 
likely to gain credence oul of the circle of 
your parual iriends? Lf you do, you may 
be misiaken, You have lived long enough 
to know, that such vain excuses have not 
that weight among the disinterested aud 
enlightened, that they have among lond 
and waplicit admirers. but, if you are 
fortunate enough fe make all of your pre- 
sent friends beiueve that this Is the real 
cause of your neglect towards me, I have 
certainly over-rated their discernment. 
The event, however, will show the iact. 
2. But, after all, 1 am the more inclined 
te think, that the real cause of your sileace 
is from @ conscious weakness of ihe cause 
1 must think 
that a gentleman of your probable advanta- 
ges and acquirements, must be acquainted 
with the state of the argument in de:ence 
of endless misery. Your present situation 
and profession, to be sure, require you to 
advocate this ductrine, and, ot course, to 
use the common arguments in its defence. 
And you are aware that very flimsy and 


' superficial arguments will satisfy the-cred- 


ulous and bigoted. They have received 
their creed on trust from early education, 
have not ventured to investigate their opin- 
ions; and therefore consider the weakest 
argument in favor of their traditional no- 
tions, as demonstration. You know these 
things, sir; but do you do right, to flatter 
the bigot and impose on the credulous? 
Permit me, here, sir, to give a specimen 
of the arguments which you are in the 
habit of employing for the defence of end- 
less torments. In the first place, you urge 
those passages of scripture in which the 
words forever, exerlasiing, &c., are applied 
to punishment, Now, sir, you must cer- 
tainly know, that even the most distin- 
guished authors in favor of your own side 
of the question, have and doacknowledge, 
that these words (at least in the origimal) 
are equivocal in their signification, so 
much so, indeed, that in determining their 
sense, they have been obliged to resort to 
the nature of the subject with which they 
are connected, This very considera- 
tion, of their appealing to the nature 
of the subject to determine their sig- 
nification, is a tacit acknowledgement, 
thatt e words, of themselves, do not prove 
the eternity of punishment, 
words will come in aid of your argument, 
you must first prove the endless duration 
of punishment from other considerations. 
You know, also, that in meeting the 
Jewish argument in favor of the strict per- 
petuity of their c.venant, you adopt the 
same ground that we do, viz by showing 
the limitation of these words as applied to 
their covenant. They allege that their 
covenant is perpetual, because Jehovah 


declard it should be everlasting, &c. I) 
need not say that St. Paul has declared it | 


to be abrogated by Christ. 
and all christian writers, meet this argu- 


ment by showing that these words are us- | 


ed in a limited sense, even in their own 
scriptures. Thus you acknowledge the 
ground which we take. But in us, it is 
faully!! But I need not dwell here, as 
you and every attentive reader of the 
scriptures well know, that these words are 
very constantly used in a limited, as well 
as an endless sense; and, of course, afford 
no support to the doctrine of interminable 
misery. 

You tell your people that there is the 
same proof for the endless duration of 
misery, that there is forthe endless dura- 
tion of happiness; and if the former be 
renounced, the latter must go with it.— 
This, to be sure, is asweeping and whole- 
sale argument. But, sir, you must know 
that this argument (if it may be so called) 
restson false premises. The strongest 
words in the scriptures, to mark duration, 
are, forever, eternal, &c., which are al- 
lowed, on all hands, to be equivocal and 
indefinite; whereas the sacred writers 
have apphed words and expressions to hap- 
piness, which have no exceptions in signi- 
fying endless duration; such, for example, 
as “‘ world without end,” “ because I live, ye 
shall live also,” ‘ fadeth not away,” “ in- 
corruptible,” “far more exceeding eternal,”’*

Ke. &c. These things, you, doubtless, 
know; and yet tell your people, that there 
is the same proof in the bibie tor endless 
misery, that there is for endless happiness! 

Another argument, (or a hypothesis,) 
which you hold out to your people in tavor 
ot endless misery, is this; that dhis lije is 
the only state of probation, or, that the lerms 
of gospel grace are confined lo this world. 
Now, sir, I must think (hat you are aware 
that this hypothesis is indelensible. The 
gospel ts a proclamation of mercy to pen- 
ent sinners, without any distinction of 
time or place. There is no proviso is it 
to restrict its terms to the present existence 
of mau. The invitations and warnings 
are pressing.on the present time; but it is 
never added, in any torm ot words, what- 
ever, (as is the popular mode at the pre- 
sent day,) except ye repent before death, 
ye shall not find merey. In the scriptures 
nothing is knowa of any limitation to the 
mercy cf God. It is no more bounded by 
this lie, than it is to the time of childhood 
or youth. And I may sately dety any 
man to produce his warrant tor any spe- 
cific limitation. 

Jam avare, however, that you have a 
few passages of scriptore which you use 
to support this hypothesis, and which, 
when taken out of their connexion, the 
less informed and unsuspecting receive as 
good proof. 1 willinduige a iew moments 
in considering them. Eel. ix. 10. *What- 
soever thy hand ftindeth te do, do it with 
thy might; for there is no work, nor de- 
vice, nor knowledge, nor wisdom, in the 
grave, whither thou gvuest.”? See, also, 
the Sth verse. * For the living know that 
they must die; but the dead know not any 
thing, neither have they an. more reward; 
for the memory of them is forgettes.” Adl 
christian commentators, who believe inthe 
immortality of the soul, agree in applying 
these passages to the state of the body in 
the grave, but not as touching the spiritu- 
al part of mau. JF¥e do not contend for a 
change or reformation of the body in the 
grave; and this is all which the passages 
above, concern. No man will apply them 
to the soul of man but a materialist. 

Ecel. xi. 3. “Tf the clouds be full of 
rain, they empty themselves upon the 
eartn; and if the tree fall toward the south, 
or toward the north, in the place where 
the tree falleth, there it shall he.’ On 
this, I fave only to ask you, or any oth- 


ers, to read the context, and you will at 
once see that it has no allusion to the state 
of the dead; but wholly to charity or alms- 
giving. 

2 Cor. vi. 2. “For he saith, I have 
heard thee in a time accepted, and in the 
day of salvation have I succoured thee: 
behold, now is the accepted time; behold, 
now is the day of salvation.”? The first 
part of this ver e is a quotation from Isa. 
xlix 8, whieh was a prediction of the Mes- 
siah’s reign, or the gospel dispensation, 
Having queted this prophecy, the apostle 
exclaims, ** Behold, now is the accept- 
ed time,’ &c., that is, the reign of the 
Messiah foretold by the prophets. But 


how long this aceepled time and day of 


salvation shall continue, the text saith not. 
To assume that it ts confined to this life is 
most intelerable, (on the éontrary, I have 
good authority to believe, that this ‘ day 
of salvation,” or reign of Christ, shall 
continue until all things are subdued to 
him, death the last enemy is destroyed, 
and * God shall be all in all.”,—See 1 Cor. 
xv. 24—28. 
| Rev. x. 5,6. “ And the angel—sware 
by him that liveth forever and ever, &c. 
that there should be time no longer.”— 
Some Versions read, ‘that there should 
be no longer delay,” and others, ‘ that 
the time would not be yet.” Many whole 
sermons and harangues have been built 
upon this passage, to alarm the ignorant 
and timid that the time of their probation 
would soon come to an end, and then the 
door of mercy would be forever closed 
against them! But does this passage with 
its context, have any allusion to the pro- 
balionary time of man? No person of 
common discernment will even pretend it. 
Such an application is wholly foreign and 
forced. 
| Rev. xxii. 11. “ He that is unjust, let 
him be unjust still; and he that is filthy, 
let him be filthy still; and he that is right- 
eous, let him be righteous still; and he 
‘that is holy, let him be holy still.” This 
passage, gentlemen of your creed ap- 
ply variously, sometimes to the state of 
men at death, and sometimes to their state 
after the general judgement. But without 
noticing the absurdity of such different 
applications, I would ask avy candid per- 
son to look at the context, and see if eith- 
er of them are just. This was a declara- 
tion of Jesus to John while on the Isle of 
Patmos, and about the conclusion of his 
revelation, he tells him, in substance, This 
is the last warning or revelation that I 
shall make to the world; now he who will 
not regard this, but will continue filthy 
and unjust, let him remain so; and he who 
will take heed and become righteous, let 
him remain so, for [ shall shortly come, 
and then I shall reward every man accord- 
ing to his deeds. This I take to be a just 
paraphrase of the above passage with its | 
context, as I think it will be allowed by | 


any one who will attentively read them 
It will readily be perceived, theretore, that 
this passage has an allusion to the state 
of mankind previous to the coming of 
Christ to reward men according to their 
works. This has nothing to do with thei 


Jal state, 


I have now briefly gone through with 
the principal teats which are used to prove 
that there are no means ot grace beyond 
death; and every candid person must per- 
ceive, that they are totally destitute of 
any such proot. Indeed, sir, there are 
no such texts to be found, which go to 
prove that God’s mercy to sinners ends 
with this life. 1 do not make this agser- 
tion, nor have J considered the above pas- 
sages {ur your information, sir; for 1 doubt 
not that you are already conscious of the 
fact. And this is one reason why you did 
not wish to attempt a vindication ef your 
cause. It is true, ] have not remarked on 
those passages which are the most used 
by those of your creed to detend their doc- 
trine. Such, for example, as the tollow- 
ing: ** As death leaves us, so judgement 
finds us;” ‘ There is no repentance in 
the grave,” ‘ There is no pardon offered 
to the dead,” &c. &c. These, to be sure, 
are the most conclusive proofs of your 
doctrine that L have ever met with. Such 
proofs as these will doubtless pass very 
well in proving your doctrine to your less 
informed hearers; but you would not al- 
lege them to me, as you know they are 
not found inthe Bible. It is, however, 
by such expressions as these, and a few 
garbled, disconnected, and misappliéd 
texts of scripture, that the popular doc- 
trine of this lie’s being the only season 
of grace, is continued in existence. But 
thanks to God, the time is rapidly ap- 
proaching when men will form their opin- 
tons trom a careful examination of the ho- 
ly scriptures, and no longer put their 
trust in human creeds, 

The doctrine which we believe and in- 
culcate, sir, in relation to this subject, is 
based on the broad principles of reason 
and revelation. We believe that God is 
an unchangeable being; that he possesses 
tie same disposition towards his creatures 
1) all states or dispensatiens; and that, 
being infinitely merciful, he will be as 
ready and disposed to forgive his penitent 
creatures in a future state as he is in the 
We believe he will love his off- 
spring, even though sinners, in a future 
world, as sincerely and ardently as he 
does here; and theretore he will be dis- 
posed to use all means, adapted to thei 
nature and condition, to bring them to ho- 
liness and felicity. We have no faith in 
a God whois good and mereitul for a short 
period of time, and then becomes furious 
and revengeful, puts off the bowels of 
compassion and merey, and punishes his 
offspring without intending them the least 
possible good, to all eternity. 


present. 


We believe as sacredly as any other 
christians, that sinners will be justly pun- 
ished, here or hereafter, according to then 
deeds. But we believe that a!l punish- 
ment inflicted by God, will be in the cha- 
racter of a Father, who will always seek 
the good of his children, Tis object in 
punishing, is the same vs that of a good 
earthly parent, which is, to reform and 
reclaim. ‘He will not contend forever, 
neither will he be always wroth, for the 
spirit should {vil before him, and the souls 
which he hath made.’’* “ For the Lord 
will not cast off forever: but though he 
cause grief, yet willhe have compassion 
according to the multiiade of his mercies. 
For he doth not offlict willingly, nor 
grieve the children of men “+ Jn aword, 
we believe, that the design of the great 
day of trial, which we must all experience, 
is truly set forth by St. Paul. “ Every 
man’s work shall be made manifest: for 
the day shall declare it, because it shall 
be revealed by fire; and the fire shall try 
every man’s work, of what sort itys. If 
any man’s werk abide which he hath built 
tiereupon, he shall receive a reward, If 
any man’s work shall be burnt, he shall 
suffer loss; but he himself shall be saved; 
yet soas by fire.”"t Compare with this the 
system which you profess to believe,—~ 
God, from eternity, determined all tuture 
events; he elected some for happiness, 
and reprobated all the rest to intolerable 
never-ceasing misery! However you may 
strive to conceal this odious sentime ut 
from your hearers, if you are a Calvinist, 
or what is termed Orthodox, this is your 
faith, according to all your creeds, con- 
fessions of faith, and most eminent au- 
thors. I well know, sir, that modern ad- 
vocates of this horrid system endeavor to 
conceal from their hearers, these odious 
features of it; and even when they are 
questioned, they will so confound by ex- 
plaining, that their honest adherents are 
not able to learn what they do believe. 
And in this way they retaim their confi- 
dence and support, while a fi ank and hen- 
est avowal of their real sentiments would 
immediately disgust them. I do not won- 
der, sir, that you should be backward in 
coming forward to defend such a system 
as this, in opposition to one which repre-
